ELOPING WIFE ANDO 
| SUICIDE 


Tracked by Wronged Husband They 
Kill Themselves on His Arrival 


A love tragedy which Involved 
the deaths of a man and woman well 
known in Calcutta, has just occurred 
at Mount Abu, Rajputana, The wo- 
man was a Mrs. Campbell, wife of 
Hamilton Campbel!, of Calcutta, and 
the man N, Winder, who came out to 
India ten months ago as an assistant 
in the Bank of Bengal. He was a 
young man of 24, a native of Scarbor- 
ough, 


Both lived at the Grand Hotel, Cal- 
cutta, and Winder and Mrs, Campbell 
became very friendly. Mr, Campbell 
went ‘up-country’ some time ago, 
When he returned to Calcutta his wife 
and Mr, Wincer had disappeared, 

Mr. Campbell sought the ald of the 
slaffs of the criminal investigation de- 
partment throughout India. Detect- 
ives brought him news that Mr. Win- 
der and a woman had gone to Mount 
Abu, near Bombay, whither he and 
his brotherin-law followed, 

Mr. Campbell arrived !n Mount 
Abu, and went straight to the dak 
bungalow (a kind of hotel provided 
for travelers by the government). It 
was his arrival which precipitated the 
tragedy. 

Mrs. Campbell was fn the front gar- Se) 
den of the dak bungalow when she \ . ‘ 
saw her husband coming up the drive. 
She rushed Into the room where Win- 
der was and said. He's coming; I 
cannot face him; shoot me, Winder 
replied: No, I cannot shoot you. Here 
is the revolwr, shoot yourself. 

Thereupon Mrs. Campbell took the 
revolver, put the muzzle to her mouth 
and said to Winder: You pull the trig- 
gor. He did so; then put the revol- 
ver to his own mouth and pulled the 
trigger again. Mr, Campbell rush- 
ed into the room and his wife died

Through the stomach of 
her husband a Japanese wife obtains a 
power over him, and outside of this 
means there are no ways of controlling 
her husband. When a Japanese wom- 
an marries she throws away the cus- 
toms and peculiarities of her parents’ 
home and cénforms herself to those of 
her husband's and bis family. 

According to the Japanese idea, 
wives should be first of all kind, ten- 
der, loving, obedient, fuitbful and 
should perform the household duties. 
‘And whenever a wife tries to over- 
rule ber busband or run the house ac- 
eording to her own idea and against 
that of ber husband, It Is very likely 
that she will be divorced.

Plane Nete Vibrations Range From 
to 4,006 Per Second, Bars 
The pitch of a musical tone can be 
calculated arithmetically, While the 
human volce in song is something of 
4n unknown problem, the notes of a. 
musical instriment are adjusted ac- 
cording to the number of yibrations 
per second made by each note, The 
vhorter, finer and tenser the plano 
utring the greeter the vibratory speed 
and higher the pitch; the longer, coars- 
er and les9 tense the string the slower 
the vibrations and lower the pitch. 
The humgu ear becomes sensible to 
sound when vibrations have a speed of 
sixteen per second, As the vibrations 
increase the pitch ascends until 36,000 
are attained, when the result is Inaudi- 
ble. The practical range on the plano 
is from 82 vibrations to 4,096, -* 
Thirty-two vibrations is the number 
designated for the note of O, three oc- 
taves below middle © on the piano. 
The next-O has twice tho number of 
vibrations~G4; the next twice that— 
128; the next 256, belug middle ©. 
Doubling again for the ascending oc- 
tayes, the successive C's vibrate, re- 
spectively, 512, 1,024, 2,048 and 4,096 
times per second. The pitch of the 
intervening notes is regulated propor- 
tionally according to the chromatic

and ideal in grandeur. But at eac 
turn of the trail a wooden hand 
points out the beauty spots, and the 
Most illiterate guide may know all 
there is to be known about the scen- 
ery. There are no Ma peaks to 
conquer, no unexpected lakes reward 
the adventurer with sudden flashes of 
emerald or turquoise. Two genera 
tions of climbers have tamed the Alps 
and harnessed them. So nowadays, 
though the mountain-climber mi 
take his first lessons in Switzerla: 
he afterwards goes afield, and often 
ends up in that wildest and most un- 
tamed of mountain districte — the 
, Canadian Rockies. 
| Of all Canadian peaks Mount Rob- 
son at present provokes the most in- 
terest. No other is so ae 
, beautiful, so vexatiously inaccessible. 
It will doubtless be years before this 
monster is brought into thorough 
subjection to man There is so much 
of interest around its base and up its 
| slopes that the explorer stops there, 
content to examine its mineral wealth, 
, its glaciers, its lakes, its sweeping 
torrents. 

The general effect of the Yellow- 
| head Pass, near which this mountain 
| is situated, is one of great spacious- 

ness. The valleys are low and broad, 
‘and the mountains rise abruptly to 
great heights, the views being unob- 
structed almost to their base. 

Therefore to the traveler on the 
Grand Trunk Pacific over the Yellow- 
head Pass route the Robson Peak 
strikes the eye as a sudden wonder, a 
monstrous pile standing forth in 
glorious isolation. The railroad makea 
a hundred-mile circuit around ite 
base, yet only when the road crosses 
the Grand Forks, a short and dashing 
tributary to the Fraser, born of Rob- 
son glaciers in the hills above—only 
then does the traveler see the mighty 
pyramid rising in a sheer face of over 
eleven thousand feet of rock. Mount 
Robson in all is 13,700 feet above the 
sea, and the valley is so low — only 
2,700 feet — that practically the 
whole mountain lifts itself in the air. 

The appearance Mount Robson pre- 
sents from the Fraser Valley is a 
face of black rock, plainly marked 
off by horizontal ridges of snow. A 
cloud usually veils his august head. 
This is due to the fact that the peak 
catches all the moist winds from the 
Pacific, but it looks as if he disdained 
to show himself to the clamoring in- 
truders who lately have invaded his 
eternal silence. 

Concentrated within the sweep of 
vision from one of Robson’s flanks 
are more beauty spots than those

sheep from the regular pasture. 
Sheep will not eat hay that 


has been mussed over by other 
animals. They are the most 
dainty animals on the farm.

Extremes and sudden changes 
in feeding, watering or salting 
will cause acute indigestion in 
sheep that is usually fatal.

| the dairy. It is believed that there 
may be some relation between these 
two points ip particular and the size 
of the cow. 
| It is the general opinion that when 

a heifer is bred young she does not 

grow so large nor make so good a pro- 
| ducer as she would if not bred until at 


'an older age. The best authorities, 
| however, think that nature is the best 
guide in such matters and that when 
| the heifer is properly fed early breed- 
ing will not injure her in any way. 


Even if Jate breeding does improve a 
cow it is doubtful if it is profitable, as 
a heifer cannot be kept from the age 
of two to three years for less than $25. 

The tendency always has been to 
butcher large cattle at an early age 
because of the bigh price they brought 
and to keep the smaller ones for the 
dairy because they were not worth so 
much for beef. Thus there has been 
more breeding from aged animals in 
the smaller breeds than in the larger 
ones. This has tended to produce cat-

| of first importance. Clean, dry, well 
| Nghted stalls, clean pails and plenty 
of pure water help to keep the young 
calf healthy. A tablespoonful of solu- 
ble blood meal mixed with each feed 
serves to keep the bowels in good con- 
dition. In case of an attack of scours 
the ration should be cut down to half 
the usual amount, and a teaspoonful 
of a mixture of half an ounce of 
formalin to fifteen ounces of water 
should be added to each pint of milk 
fed. As soon as the calf recovers the 
ration may be gradually increased to 
full feed. In the more severe cases of 
scours three ounces of castor oll may 
be given to clear away the irritant 
causing the trouble, and a teaspoonful 
of a mixture of ove part salol and two 
parts subnitrate of bismuth may be 
given three times a day for two or 
three days.—Country Gentleman,
